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Warning after telephone fraudsters try to con pensioner out of her bank savings 

Bogus police in scam

RESIDENTS have been put on 
alert after fraudsters pretending 
to be police officers tried to con a 
73-year-old Haverhill woman out of 
her savings. 

Retired Carol Fletcher received a 
scam call on Monday, October 19. 

“The chap who phoned me said 
he was a fraud investigator,” said 
Mrs Fletcher. “I live in Haverhill and 
he said my bank card was used in 


London.” 

She was told that £299 had been 
spent from her account to buy a 
camera at an Argos shop in Lon¬ 
don. During the call, the conman 
told her that a further £700 had 
been taken out, and gave her an¬ 
other number to call. 

Mrs Fletcher called the number 
and spoke first to a woman calling 
herself “PC Amy”, then to a man 
calling himself a police inspector. 

She said: “He kept on and on and 
asked if me and my husband had 
any other savings. He wanted my 


husband’s card number.” 

It was when the “inspector” start¬ 
ed telling Mrs Fletcher she should 
open a “safe account” at the bank 
and he would issue her a card that 
she became suspicious. 

When she raised her concerns, 
the man started threatening her. 
“He said: Tf you don’t do it, the po¬ 
lice will take you to court’,” she said. 

Although Mrs Fletcher managed 
to hang up without losing her mon¬ 
ey, she is worried that vulnerable 
people may fall victim to the scam. 

She said: “I’ve got a friend who’s 


not very well at the moment, and 
she’s so vulnerable. I know the way 
she is at the moment, she would’ve 
just said anything.” 

A spokesperson for Suffolk Trad¬ 
ing Standards said: “A call from 
‘police fraud unit’ asking residents 
to answer any personal or finan¬ 
cial details should immediately 
set alarm bells ringing. The police 
would never ask you to open up a 
“safe” account or ask you for your 
debit or credit card. 

“It is vital that anyone who has 
received a cold call of this nature 


reports it to Trading Standards via 
the Citizens Advice consumer ser¬ 
vice on 03454 040506 immediately 
to help put an end to this potential¬ 
ly damaging scam.” 

A spokesperson for Suffolk Police 
said: “Please advise older friends 
or relatives to make them aware of 
these bogus approaches. 

“Police and bank staff will never 
ask you to open a bank account, 
hand over money or bank cards, 
and they will not ask for personal 
information such as your bank ac¬ 
count number or PIN.”

Warning after 
cat is poisoned 


POLICE are warning resi¬ 
dents not to leave paint and 
anti-freeze lying around - af¬ 
ter a four-year-old cat was 
poisoned. 

Jason Frost’s cat Alfie had 
to be put down earlier this 
month after licking some¬ 
thing poisonous. 

Jason, a 46-year-old medi¬ 
cal representative, believes 
Alfie was poisoned on Fri¬ 
day, October 16, and said 
the effects became clear at 
about midday the next day. 

“He was in a really dis¬ 
tressed state. He couldn’t 
stand up,” said Jason. “We 
rushed him to the vet, but 
unfortunately there’s only a 
really short amount of time 
you can treat a poisoned 
cat.” 

Alfie had to be put down 
on the evening of Sunday, 
October 18. 

Jason, his girlfriend Janette 
Bradbury and her 10-year- 
old son Ethan, had had Alfie 
since he was a kitten, when 
they adopted him from Jay- 
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beth Animal Sanctuary in 
Barnardiston. 

The family, who live in 
Bellings Road, had expected 
him to be a companion to 
them for over a decade. 

Jason said: “Our 10-year- 
old’s sobbing his heart out. 
Nobody wants that for their 
kids.” 

It is likely that Alfie was 
poisoned by licking up a sub¬ 
stance such as anti-freeze or 
paint that had been left lying 
around and possibly diluted 
by rainwater. 

Jason said: “We don’t know 
whether it was done on pur¬ 
pose or not. Cats actually 
like anti-freeze - they like 
the taste, it’s sweet. 

“It could be that or some¬ 
one leaving paintbrushes 
around.” 

The family have reported 
the poisoning to the police, 
who are urging residents not 


to leave this kind of poison¬ 
ous substance lying around 
where cats could lick it up. 

Maria Connolly, chair of 
the Haverhill and Stour Val¬ 
ley branch of charity Cats 
Protection, said: “We’re very 
sorry to hear about this in¬ 
cident and we would like to 
express our deepest sympa¬ 
thies to Alfie’s family. 

“Cats are very susceptible 
to poisoning and a number 
of everyday household items 
can pose a danger to them. 
Symptoms of poisoning can 
include dizziness, loss of co¬ 
ordination and vomiting so, 
if your cat shows any of these 
signs, please take it to a vet 
immediately.” 

In 2013, a similar warning 
was issued in Haverhill after 
10 cats across the town died 
after being poisoned by anti¬ 
freeze or similar substances. 

If you are aware of similar 
occurrences or any deliber¬ 
ate cruelty to pets, you can 
call the RSPCA cruelty line 
on 0300 1234 999.

Man offering sweets to Year Seven 
boy was playing prank, say police 


A MAN offering sweets to a 
Year Seven pupil was playing 
a "prank", police have said. 

The Linton Village College 
pupil was walking in the 
village on October 13 when 
the man, who had a bicycle, 
approached him. 

The school's headteacher 
Caroline Derbyshire told the 
News the boy was offered 
sweets but said he did not 
like them and ran away. 

Cambridgeshire police 
have now confirmed that this 
incident was a "prank", but 
they are still investigating a 


similar incident on Monday, 
October 19. 

Police were called that 
day at 5.40pm by a member 
of the public who said her 
daughter had been shouted 
at by two men in a car. 

The car was described as 
a grey saloon, and the men 
were aged 19 to 25 and both 
had beards. 

Sgt Sandra Davidson said: 
"Following an investigation 
we have been able to 
establish that the incident 
on October 13 was in fact an 
unpleasant prank. 


"We continue to 
investigate the incident on 
October 19 but would like 
to reassure people that this 
appears to be an isolated 
incident. We would, as 
always, encourage parents 
to reinforce the message to 
children that they should 
never get into a stranger's 
vehicle."

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New sign 
flags up 
speed 
of cars 

A SIGN which tells 
drivers how fast their 
vehicle is going will 
soon be put up in 
Haverhill. 

The vehicle-activated 
sign is portable and will 
be rotated between five 
different locations in the 
town where residents 
say that speeding is an 
issue. 

It will show motorists 
the speed their vehicle 
is travelling at, and 
at the same time will 
gather data about the 
speed and volume of 
traffic. 

The project was 
brought about by 
Haverhill Police's Insp 
Peter Ferrie and town, 
borough and county 
councillor Tony Brown, 
after residents raised 
the issue of speeding at 
Safer Neighbourhood 
Team meetings. It has 
been made possible 
with funding from 
Cllr Brown's highways 
budget. 

This is the first time in 
Suffolk that a sign like 
this has been put up in 
a town, not a village.

Landlord fined 

for fly-tipping 


A LANDLORD has been fined 
£1,300 - after someone who 
offered to get rid of his build¬ 
ing waste ended up fly-tip- 
ping it. 

Halil Ibrahim Tuga, 36, ad¬ 
mitted at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ court last Thurs¬ 
day, two charges relating to 
breaches of care in the dis¬ 
posal of controlled waste. 

The offences took place be¬ 
tween April 30 and May 4 this 
year, as Tuga was renovating a 
property in Haverhill’s Camps 
Road. 

Although Tuga, of Cran- 
leigh Court, Silver Street, Lon¬ 
don, did not dump the waste 
himself, he failed to make 
sure that the person who did 
had a environmental permit. 

He also failed to complete 
a transfer note for a licensed 
carrier to take away the rub¬ 
bish, which he was required 
to do by law. 

The dumped rubbish in¬ 
cluded a large pile of red 
bricks, broken sheets of plas¬ 
terboard, a green plastic crate 
containing cables and wood, 
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breeze blocks and a builder’s 
sack containing more broken 
plasterboard. 

A St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council enforcement officer 
was informed on May 5 that 
it had been dumped at Han- 
chett Hall, near Haverhill. 

Tuga told the court that 
someone working on the 
site had offered to take away 
waste metal, and Tuga replied 
that he could, provided he 
took away the other waste as 
well. 

He admitted that he was 
not aware he had to use a li¬ 
censed carrier to dispose of it. 

As well as building mate¬ 
rials, the rubbish included 
paperwork such as letters, in¬ 
voices and certificates which 
linked it to the property at 6 
Camps Road. 

The council officer tracked 
down the owner of the build¬ 
ing and interviewed him un¬ 


der caution on June 4. 

Tuga said he had since been 
to the site and cleared away 
the rubbish himself, as well 
as apologising to the land 
owner. 

The court ordered Tuga to 
pay a total of £1,347.50. This 
included costs of £637.50, 
£500 in fines, a £180 court 
charge and £30 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

St Edmundsbury’s cabi¬ 
net member for operations, 
Cllr Peter Stevens, said: “Fly 
tipping is a serious offence 
which not only impacts on 
the environment but also 
costs the local community. 

“In England, in 2013/14 
there were 852,000 incidents 
of fly-tipping which cost lo¬ 
cal authorities £45.2 million 
to clear. 

“In St Edmundsbury in 
2014/15 there were 227 re¬ 
cord incidents of fly-tipping 
costing £29,000 to clear up. 

“This is dirty, disgusting 
and where we can gather suf¬ 
ficient evidence we will pros¬ 
ecute. Fly tippers be warned.”

Homes for over-55s finished 


A PROJECT to replace 1960s 
terraced bungalows with 
modern housing for over- 
558 has been completed. 

The £3.5m site in 
Haverhill's Withersfield 
Road has been created 
by Havebury Housing 
Association. 

Some tenants have already 


moved into the 22 new flats 
and five bungalows, which 
benefit from communal 
facilities, including a lounge 
and kitchen. 

Thirteen of the new 
tenants have moved there 
from the now-closed 
William Blake Court, a 
previous Havebury sheltered 


housing project. 

The remaining properties 
are being let to tenants aged 
over 55. 

The housing scheme is 
energy efficient and has 
secure mobile scooter 
charging and storage spaces, 
as well as two lifts and 
parking spaces for residents.

Mission to offer 
help and support 


IAN Withers was just 20 
when he was threatened 
with a gun by a robber at 
the Haverhill shop where he 
worked. 

Ian, now 29 and living in 
the town’s Beaumont Court, 
says the ordeal was one of 
the factors that contributed 
to his struggles with mental 
health throughout his twen¬ 
ties. 

“The anxiety comes from 
the armed robbery and the 
fear of the gun,” he said. 
“Even today if someone’s 
walking behind me, I will 
hesitate.” 

As well as anxiety, Ian, 
who works as an accountant 
in Cambridge, has suffered 
from depression. 

He said: “The depression 
was something that devel¬ 
oped more slowly. I didn’t 
know what it was.” 

During a six-month 
course of therapy that fin¬ 
ished earlier this year, Ian 
developed a theory of men¬ 
tal health as being like a see- 
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saw. He envisages the ideal 
state of mental health as 
finding a balance between 
negative feelings and the 
factors that alleviate them, 
whether these are short¬ 
term, like drugs and alcohol, 
or long-term, like the sup¬ 
port of family and friends. 

Ian has published a 
book, “A Past in the Present 
through the Barrel of a Gun”, 
which details his thoughts 
on mental health and his 
journey through it. 

The book contains many 
examples of his poems and 
creative writing, as well as 
advice on who to turn to if 
you feel you need help. 

Ian would like the book to 
provide comfort to people 
who are suffering from men¬ 
tal health problems, and to 
reduce some of the social 
stigma that surrounds them. 

He said: “This is really an 


attempt to create aware¬ 
ness. I feel like socially it’s 
very hush-hush. Since hav¬ 
ing this come out, some 
people I have had no idea 
about have come forward. 
It’s starting to reach out to 
people.” 

The book is only the start 
of Ian’s mission to connect 
with and support people 
who are suffering in silence. 

He is hoping to launch a 
website called “You Are Not 
Alone”, which would provide 
advice and resources for 
people with mental health 
problems. 

He said: “I want to build it 
up and do more. My aim is 
to be a mental health am¬ 
bassador.” 

His book is out now on 
amazon.co.uk. Until tomor¬ 
row, the Kindle edition costs 
just 99p, after which it will 
be £2.50. The paper edition 
costs £6.50.

Please restore 
ancient path 

WHILE on the subject of breathing 
new life into the town's landmarks, 
could I make a plea for something to 
be done to restore what is probably 
one of Haverhill's oldest features, 
the ancient footpath that runs along 
the rear of houses in Ganwick and 
Moneypiece Closes, designated as 
footpath 45? 

This was once intended to be part 
of a proposed green corridor around 
Haverhill, but that plan seems to 
have been quietly dropped. 

This footpath is part of a public 
byway that runs from the village of 
Great Wratting, which is mentioned 
in the Domesday Book, south over 
the hill by the water tower and 
down towards the Roman road from 
Cambridge to Colchester that is now 
known as Withersfield Road. Where 
it reaches Ganwick Close the byway 
does a sharp left turn, possibly in 
order to skirt a substantial building 
that was once there. It carries on for 
100 yards or so before resuming its 
way downhill, meeting Withersfield 
Road at Waters Edge. 

All this is clearly shown on the first 
Ordnance Survey map of the area, 
dated 1805, and it is fair to assume 
that it was in existence for a long 
time before that. 


Most of this public byway has 
been scrupulously maintained. It is 
the stretch to the rear of Ganwick 
and Moneypiece Closes that has 
been totally neglected since before I 
moved into my newly-built property 
25 years ago. It was downgraded 
from a bridleway in 2005, and 
is even signposted as a footpath. 
However, it is impossible for any 
person to get through it due to its 
seriously overgrown condition. 
Appeals to Suffolk County Council 
through the local councillor to clear 
this footpath have proved fruitless. 

It would seem that the council is 
waiting for a developer to resurrect 
the green corridor proposal and 
include footpath 45 in it. How 
long that will take and whether a 
developer will even agree to it is 
anyone's guess. Meanwhile this 
ancient public right of way that 
survived for centuries is left through 
neglect to become increasingly 
impassable.

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EDUCATION 

School told it 
must improve 



A SCHOOL has been told 
by the government it has to 
improve - after results fell 
short of predicted grades. 

At Castle Manor Academy 
in Haverhill, 52 per cent of 
pupils were predicted 5 A* to 
C grades at GCSE. But when 
results came out, only 37 per 
cent had achieved this. 

In maths the school fell 
particularly short, with just 
51 per cent of students mak¬ 
ing expected levels of pro¬ 
gress in the subject. 

Regional schools commis¬ 
sioner Tim Coulson sent a 
letter to the Castle Partner¬ 
ship Academy Trust’s board 
of directors on October 12, 
which said the discrepancy 
was a concern. Dr Coulson 
added that the Secretary of 
State believed the school’s 
standards were “unaccept¬ 
ably low”. 

The letter details six ways 
the school could improve 
the situation, including 
creating a plan to address 
sixth-formers’ under-per¬ 
formance and ensuring

teachers are held to account 
for all the pupils they teach. 

The letter asks that the 
strategies are implemented 
by November 6. 

A Department for Educa¬ 
tion spokesperson said: “It 
is crucial for the pupils of 
Castle Manor Academy that 
standards improve rapidly. 

“The pre-warning notice 
issued to the school is the 
first stage of the interven¬ 
tion process. We expect all 
schools issued with notices 
to take effective and imme¬ 
diate action to ensure pupils 
receive the best possible 
education.” 

Castle Manor’s head of 
school, Vanessa Whitcombe, 
said: “We know that we have 
work to do in improving 
standards in some areas of 
our school. Our plan for rap¬ 
id improvement, alongside 
the hard work of the leader¬ 
ship team, staff and students 


here at Castle Manor, will 
lead to raised standards. A 
representative of the region¬ 
al schools commissioner 
will visit us in November to 
review the progress we have 
made since I took up post at 
Easter. My focus at all times 
is on ensuring our young 
people can succeed, are well 
supported and achieve the 
best possible outcomes. It 
is very disappointing that 
this letter, which has not yet 
been made publicly avail¬ 
able, has been passed to the 
press.” 

Chairman of the academy 
trust’s board of directors, 
john Baillie, added: “The 
Castle Partnership Acade¬ 
my Trust Board of Directors 
have already taken decisive 
action, of which parents of 
Castle Manor Academy stu¬ 
dents are fully aware. Castle 
Manor Academy has already 
developed a rapid improve¬ 
ment plan, which will be 
shared with Dr Tim Coulson, 
the regional schools com¬ 
missioner, and his team.”

Shop will raise 
research funds

A GREAT-GRANDMOTHER 
who has raised thousands of 
pounds for medical research 
has opened her own charity 
shop. 

Rose Felloni, who lives in 
Haverhill’s Sorrell Walk and 
has seven great-grandchil¬ 
dren, opened the shop on 
Tuesday. 

The proceeds from the 
items she sells will go to¬ 
wards the Prader-Willi Syn¬ 
drome Association, to which 
she donated £10,000 last 
year. 

She has been fundraising 
for the charity for years and 
has completed a skydive and 
walked on hot coals to raise 
money for it. 

She has been raising cash 
for the association because 
her daughter, Deena Ren- 
yard, suffered from Prader- 
Willi Syndrome, which caus¬ 
es excessive eating. 

Deena passed away as a 
result of the condition in 
2005, and Rose is deter¬ 
mined to fund as much re¬ 


search into it as possible. 

She said: “There’s no gov¬ 
ernment money that goes 
into it because so few peo¬ 
ple suffer from it. It isn’t as 
emotive as cancer, but the 
effects are just as devastat¬ 
ing.” 

Rose has a licence that al¬ 
lows her to sell items from 
Haverhill’s local recycling 
centre. She has been 
selling the items 
online as part of 
her fundrais¬ 
ing efforts, 
and is now 
continuing 
to sell the 
recovered 
items in her 
new shop. 

On Tues¬ 
day she held 
an official launch 
event for the shop 
which is based at Plants 
that Grow in Ridgewell 
Road, Great Yeldham. 

The shop is based in a hut 
outside the garden centre, 
but Rose also has stands in¬ 
side a greenhouse. Rose sells 
a wide variety of things she 
has recovered from the re¬ 


cycling centre. Some of the 
items she is selling at the 
moment include a brand 
new set of ladies’ golf clubs, 
motorcycle helmets and 
Nordic walking poles. 

Rose says the quality of 
the items she sees thrown 
away at the recycling centre 
is shockingly high. 

She added: “They’re brand 
new, but people for 
whatever reason 
have just re¬ 
jected them. 
It makes me 
cry when I 
see some of 
the things.” 

She gave 
the exam¬ 
ple of a large 
craft magni¬ 
fying glass in 
perfect condi¬ 
tion which had been 
thrown away simply be¬ 
cause the owner decided it 
was too heavy. 

The shop is open from 
10am to 4pm.

Remembering town’s only 
servicewoman casualty 


In the run-up to Remembrance Sunday, the Haverhill 
News is publishing a series of articles which delve into 
the town’s wartime past and explore the history of the 
people who sacrificed so much. 

This week, Charmian Thompson, of Haverhill’s Family 
History Group, tells the story of the town's only 
servicewoman casualty of the Second World War. 


GERTRUDE Joan Backler 
(known as Joan) was the first 
and only servicewoman casu¬ 
alty from Haverhill in both 
World Wars. Born in August, 
1924, she was the daughter 
of Albert and Gertrude Flor¬ 
ence Backler and older sister 
of Peter. The family lived at 53 
Withersfield Road. 

Joan’s Haverhill ancestors 
can be traced back to the 
early 1700s and bear the fam¬ 
ily names of many who still 
live locally. (Backler, Bigmore, 
Spicer, Basham, Farrant, Page) 

Joan attended Haverhill 
Secondary School and was a 
member of the Old Independ¬ 
ent Church Sunday School 
and the choir. She was a ca¬ 
det in the Women’s Junior Air 
Corps, and as unit sergeant, 
attained the highest rank pos¬ 
sible for her age. 

Joan was a member of the 
dramatic society and also 
played cricket for JWAC. 

After leaving school, she 
worked in the egg department 
of Mr F Sainsbury, Tittle Wrat- 
ting. 

In response to a govern¬ 


ment appeal to women to 
‘release a sailor for active ser¬ 
vice’ Joan signed up as a Wren 
telegraphist in October, 1943. 

After completing six 
months training at HMS Cab¬ 
bala in Fancashire, Joan was 
posted to HMS Blackcap near 
Warrington, at the end of 
April, 1944. 

On May 4, 1944, just a few 
days after arriving, Joan was 
taking a message by bicycle 
to the control tower during a 
heavy rainstorm. Somehow, 
she got onto the perimeter 
track and collided with a Miles 
Master (training aircraft). 

Joan, aged 19 years, died 
from her injuries and was 
buried in Haverhill with full 
military honours. Her white 
-ensign draped coffin was car¬ 
ried by soldiers of a Scottish 


regiment and was preceded 
to the cemetery by the regi¬ 
mental pipe band who played 
the dirge “The Flowers of the 
Forest”. 

The South West Suffolk 
Echo on May 13, 1944, re¬ 
ported that “the very large 
concourse of friends and sym¬ 
pathisers who gathered in the 
West End Church and at the 
cemetery bore testimony to 
the high regard in which Joan 
was held in the town”. 

Unfortunately, Haverhill’s 
Family History Group has not 
been able to find a photo of 
Joan.

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Councils may 
start housing 
company 


ST Edmundsbury Borough Council 
may become part of a project to de¬ 
liver new homes in West Suffolk. 

The council, together with For¬ 
est Heath District Council and Suf¬ 
folk County Council, is considering 
setting up a company to develop 
homes for sale and for rent. 

They would use the money to de¬ 
velop services, an alternative model 
to the traditional approach of coun¬ 
cils selling land for homes and gain¬ 
ing a one-off capital receipt. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White, lead 
councillor for housing for the West 
Suffolk councils, said: “This new 
commercial operation will help to 
build much-needed homes in line 
with local demands and needs. 

“It will deliver a mix of homes for 
sale and for rent as well as supplying 
30 per cent of the homes at afford¬ 
able rents or at prices aimed at the 
first time buyer. 

“Selling and renting out homes 
will provide the councils with an 
income to support other services as 
government funding reduces.” 

The Forest Heath and St Ed¬ 
mundsbury cabinets met to discuss 
the possibility on Tuesday. 

It will go before Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet on November 10 
and the two West Suffolk councils 
on November 17.

TV historian lays to 
rest some myths 


WE all think we know the story of 
the Magna Carta: the document 
wicked King John was forced to 
sign 800 years ago that laid the 
foundation of modern democracy. 

David Starkey says we've got 
it wrong. The TV historian, who 
is doing a talk about the historic 
document at the Haverhill Arts 
Centre on Wednesday, wants to 
revise modern opinions of the 
1215 Magna Carta. 

He said: "It's a Jeremy Corbyn 
moment: it's extreme, it's radical, 
it's republican. And it's an 
extreme failure. It leads directly 
to civil war." 

Dr Starkey says the document 
wreaked havoc for Britain. He 
says that what really paves the 
way for modern British politics 
is the Magna Carta of 1216, a 
revised version just two-thirds of 
the length of the original. It was 
issued after the death of King 
John by the Conservative regent 
of the 9-year-old Henry III. 

"It's one of these characteristic 


exercises of stealing political 
clothes from the right to the left," 
said Dr Starkey. 

It is this alternative story of the 
Magna Carta, and the lessons it 
can teach about compromise, 
that the historian wants to tell. 

He said: "The extraordinary 
success story of Britain is that 
it's built on this foundation of 
compromise, not the politics of 
principle." 

Dr Starkey has told this version 
of the Magna Carta story in his 
book and television programme. 
The event in Haverhill will 
combine a talk on the history 
of the document with a chance 
to ask questions and engage in 
debate about this crucial moment 
in Britain's history. 

David Starkey will be speaking 
on Wednesday, November 4, 
at 7.30pm at the Haverhill Arts 
Centre.

Creepy triumph

Price is key to appeal 
for younger buyers 

PRICE has always been critical 
to the youngest used car buyers. 
But research commissioned 
for the BCA Used Car Market 
Report shows that this has 
increased considerably in the 
last year. 

In 2015, 65 per cent of 1 7-24 
year old used car buyers said that 
price had the strongest influence 
on their vehicle search - this was 
the highest percentage in five 
years and a 14 percentage point 
rise on the previous year. 

More used car buyers (49 per 
cent) in the 1 7-24 year old age 
group were looking for a good 
deal when buying their last car 
than any other age sector. When 
looking for their next car, 67 per 
cent of this youngest age group 
of motorists said price was the 
biggest overall factor, compared 
to 58 per cent nationally. 


M ODERN cars are outsmarting 
their owners, according to 
new research that flies in the 
face of studies suggesting car buyers 
want plenty of advanced technology. 

A survey of 1,000 car owners, 
carried out by BookMyGarage.com, 
found that 73 per cent of people 
don't understand how to use all the 
high-tech gadgets in their car. 

That comes despite 54 per cent 
saying they bought their car on the 
strength of all the technology it 
featured. 

Tyre pressure monitoring systems, 
cruise control, stability control and 
parking sensors are among the 
facilities that have put drivers' heads 
in a spin. 

Of the many technologies 
available to them, 45 per cent of the 
drivers questioned said they regularly 
use between three and four. Almost 
one in five people only use one 
or two of the driver aids their car 
boasts. 

According to the survey, cruise 
control was the gadget most likely to 


cause confusion - and therefore gets 
left alone the most. Special eco- 
settings were a solid second, with 
Bluetooth connections also thought 
bewildering, and 48 per cent of 
people said simply not understanding 
them was the main reason for not 
using their cars to their full potential. 


Karen Rotberg, director at 
BookMyGarage.com, said: "With 
advanced vehicle technology on the 
rise, it's important that people are 
aware of the features their car offers, 
as they can make the difference both 
financially and in terms of safety. 

"What is particularly interesting 


from the findings is that so many 
car owners claim they specifically 
chose the car they did because of its 
features, yet lots haven't got to grips 
with them or don't use them - which 
is a shame considering a car is one 
of the biggest investments an adult 
will make."
